OPIUM IN KAU.

Captain Kreemin fined tur Healing
In the llruc

In the early moonlit morning of
May 26 Policeman Kele Pinao at
Punaluu, Kau, Hawaii, arrested a
Chinaman named Aki with nineteen
tins of opium in his possession. Aki
gave Pinao $20 and Geo. Kanna,
another policeman, $10, as bribes to
let him go. They took the money
and paid it into Court at the trial.

The Chinaman pleaded guilty after
first denying that the opium was his.
He gave evidence that lie had bought
the opiuov supposed to be twenty
tins, 'from Capt. Freeman of the
steamer W. G. Hall, paying $1M on
account of the $300 demanded. The
officers testified they had watched
Capt. Freeman's movements from
concealment, and when he went away
from some lumber piles they went to
the spot, where they found a paper
box containing tins of opium burred
in the sand. Afterward seeing the
box in Aki's bands, Pinao seized it
and the holder.

Aki was fined $250 and $1 costs.
On the report of the case being made
to tbe Marshal, he sent orders o

have Capt. Freeman and Purser Sim-erso- n

arrested. The officers bad
given evidence of seeing the purser
talking with Aki just before the lat-

ter was arrested. Deputy Sheriff
Searle ha9 reported that Capt. Free-
man was arrested, found tuilty, and
fined $200 and costs. He appealed
and gave bonds to appear at the
September term of the Circuit Court
at Kau.
